REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

does not teach or suggest the application of two consecutive blocks of potential pulses, 
wherein the current value differs for each block. Although Kool et al suggest that the 
potential/current can be tailored to remove specific materials, it does not suggest 
performing the stripping process with blocks of potential pulses as claimed. Kool et al 
merely suggests finding an optimum potential/current, not using a plurality of different 
potentials/currents.
